CAPTAIN TIPE AND THE 
TOKYO MARINE COURT. 

After the finding of the Tokyo Marine 
Cuurt as to the stranding of the £imei- 
maru, says the Kobe Chroyiste, Cnptain 
Tipple: sont in -his resignation to the Nip- 
pon Yusen Kaisha directors. Those who 
yead the reports of the inquiry could not but 
foci ‘some sympathy for Captain Tipple, 
whose evidence was subjected to a sorics 
of runuiny comments by Captain James, 
the adviser of the Court, such ans 
would never have besn allowed in a Court 
judicially condneted. We notice that re- 
porters were not adunitted into the Court 
when. the finding was delivered ; but tho 
Japon Motil, ‘to demonstrate that their 
presence in the Court would have conduced 
to the benefit, of the public,’ subjoins the 
following report of a little incident thot 
occurred at the close of the reading, by 
Cnptain James, of the finding of the 
Court : i 

Capt. Tipple asked permission to’ lay 
before the court the ‘China Sea Directory 
Supplement,’ corrected to 1893, wheroin 
the Eastern track (ie. 30° E. of the Bombay 
Soal)ie stpted-ns tho.track. for “atoamers 
going south, - . ae : 

Capt. James—The case is closed and 
nothing can now be secopted. 

Capt. Tipple—You ridiculed the idea 
of my taking the eastern track, and hore is 
proof that you are wrong and I am right. 

Capt. Jamies—You may-thank me that 

‘our cesta is not suspended . for a 
longer poriod. . 

Capt. Tipple—I.thank you for nothing, 
excopt your hectoring manner. 

Capt. James (oxcitedty)—IE I'd had ony- 
thing to do with it, your certificate would 
been suspondedtor 12 months. The-Court 
is adjourned.
